COOKERY METHODS OF 
TURNIP 

Mello Homemakers! The truth 

about turnips has given promin 

ence to this vegetable which keeps 


us weil provided during the entire 
of 





winter. "There are two types 
turnip — white and yellow (rut 
abaga). The white turnip is milder 


flavoured out not as high in food 
value as the yellow. When the 
low turnip is overcooked it turn 
dars, i» watery and generally un- 
palatable, 
As a Canadian product turnips 
provide an ample amount of Vita- 
min C when served raw- combin- 
ing the fact that splinters of chilled 
raw turnip are delicious. They al- 
so contain valuable minerals, pr 
vided they are properly cooked, 
Le. barely enough water to cover 
end the drained-off juices are us- 
*& ihe soup pot. And they are 
an energy food to serve with meat, 
fish or egg» 
A few extra hints 
1, Combine grated turnip with 
diced celery, chopped lettuce, cub- 
ed apple and salad dressing 

2. Cut turnip into very small 
pieces to cook, Cook only until 
tender 

Cubed, cooked turnip, white 

sauce (made of part turnip liquid 
and milk) and cooked satenges 
make an appetizing dish 

4. When mashing turnips 
method i to add % tap. sugar, 
tap. flour, «y cup top milk p 
mash thoroughis. Add a pitch of 
nutmeg for anccher variety
